a. Noted and discussed a report by the Adviser to the 
President on Disarmament and the U. S. Represents - 
tiygj Conference on Discontinuance of Nuclear Weap— 
ons Tests, on the progress of the negotiations in 
Geneva for a nuclear test ban. 

b. Agreed that the Adviser to the President on Disarma- 
ment, with the assistance of an interdepartmental 
group, should prepare recommendations on future U, S, 
policy with respect to nuclear testing* 

c. Noted that the Department of Defense would make a 
presentation to the President on the military fac- 
tors involved in the resumption of nuclear weapons
